A Coroner's inquest into the 
circumstance af the death of Miss 
Bessie Mackay, who'lost her life 
as the results of an accident on the 
‘Taipo Road, on the evening of 
Ovtober 23, was commenced before 
Mr. E. W, Hamilton at the Kowldon. 
Magistrucy yesterday aflernoon. 
The jury were “Messrs, D. A. 
Goodwin (forenian}, R. Hf. Short, 
and Ho Leung. : 

t Before calling the evidence Mr. 
Hamilton snid:, The , enquiry re- 
lates to the death of a. little -girl 
ayed 18, Miss Bessie Mackay, who 
‘Tesided at Jordan House, Kowloon. 
You are all very cognisant with 
the accident, which occurred in the 
evening of October 26, and death 
took place at a very early hour the 
next day, “It will be our duty to 
digcover to whom blame is attached 
and to assess the amount of blame. 
1 think it will not be outside the 
scope of the enquiry to clucidate 
one or two poipts weieh have been 
the matter of discussion subse- 
quently. You wil! probably not 
to what I refer. 

The first witness called was Dr. 
W. oT Paterson, who avas, at the 
lime of the aecident, mediend oflicer 
in charge of the Victoria Hospilal. 
He stated that We reeeived the de- 
ecensed on or about 9.30 -p.m. on 
October 28. She was suTering from 


multiple injuries and was in a very 


bad condition. An examination 
revealed a fracture to the left 
collar bone, and a number of her 
ribs on bath sides were also frac- 
tured, “There were bruises on hoth 
sides of her chest and her thigh 
was lacerated. There were signs 
of internal abdominal injuries and 
‘she expired at 12.45 p.m. the fol- 
lowing morning. yy 
Extensive Injuries. 

On performing a post mortem 
examination witness found that 
there were five fractured ribs on 
the left side and two on'the right 
side, The liver was ruptured ant 
the pelvis fractured, , while both 
lungs were .lacerated. In the 
opinion of the doctor, death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage fol- 
lowing multiple injuries. 

The body was identified by. Mr. 
B. Guest in tne presence of witness 
und a police sergeant. :

HILL SCHOOL FOR. MALAYA. 

The long-talked of idea of estab- 
lishing a hill school for European 
children in Malaya has at last 
taken definite shape, in the form of 
‘a letter to the press, signed by.a 
number of influential people, asking 
for the views of parents a3 to the. 
scheme. There are several suitable 
sites of 5,000 fect and over which 
could be found for such a -school,, 
aml where a duiry, could be carried 
on, and most of the English vege-4 
tables and some of the fruits 
grown. That the need for such a 
school is felt is‘shown by the fact 
that when a school. for Dutch 
children was opened in Brastagi, 
the Sumatra-hill-station, some time 
ago the announcement clicited 
many enquiries on this side of the 
Straits.

“THE QUESTION OF INSANITY: 

In shooting the man down the 
police took the only possible course, 
and incidentally they saved the 
Jocal courts the trouble of deciding 
the question of whether a man. who 
has run amok can escape the penalty 
of the law on a plea of insanity. 
That formed the subject of learned 
discussions when ‘the Congress ‘of 
Tropical Medicine met at Singa- 
pore, and there have been several 
judicial decisions on the point. 
The answer is not easy ‘to find, 
because if cach case is taken on 
its merits—or demerits—elearly the 
man who stabs thirteen ‘people is 
more likely to be adjudged a 
Junatic than the man who is shot 
before he has attacked half that 
number, . Unless the Malay is 
proved to have some streak in. his 
mentality which is peeuHar to his 
race, public opinion will naturally 
be unwilling to concede that his 
amok is anything more than the 
common human. impulse to see red 
which is. restrained by the hivilised 
races. «What happens is that a 
Malay broods upon, a grievance, 
possibly of the most trivial natuce, 
until he can endure the sense of 
humiliation or anger no longer, and 
he determines to die as dramatical- 
ly as he can. In this case the 
trouble seems to have started with 
the refusal of two upeountry 
Malays to allow this man, a 
stranger to them, to share their 
sleeping berth. Ground for the 
belief that a man. who ruas amok 
is temporarily insane is. perhaps 
afforded by the fact that the Malaya, 
ordinarily a most kindly and 
courteous’ race, will do such. appal- 
ling things. when they glve way ty 
this age-old custom of theirs, the 
man in this case murdering an 
aged Chinese woman and a 70-yecr 
old Malay. The knife hoe used was 
fitted with a kris handle, which 
made it a particulary dangerous 
weapon in a rough and tumble fight, 
the blade fitting: behind the wriat 
and renderifiy possible the terrible 
upward, slashing blow which Udlled 
nearly all his victims,
